Accord With Brezhnev 
Puts Cap On Missiles 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford told 
congressional leaders today that he and Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev agreed to a “rigid 
ceiling" on each country’s total number of bom­ 
bers and missiles which was lower than Russian 
planners had projected. 
White House Press .Secretary 
Ron Xessen quoted Ford as 
saying that “a cap" had been 
placed on 'the arm s race which 
was "less than the Russians 
had planned and slightly above 
what the Americans were plan­ 
ning." 
Nessen declined to disclose 
the figure for the total number 
of missiles and bombers which 
the United States and Soviet 
Union will be allowed to main­ 
tain or the figure for the num­ 
ber of missiles which the two 
leaders agreed might be 
equipped with multiple nuclear 
warheads i MIR Vs). 
He said these numbers would 
be announced in a week or so, 
following an exchange of com­ 
munications between Brezhnev 
and Ford. 
Nessen quoted Ford as telling 
congressional leaders in a 
White House meeting: "The net 
result: a rigid ceiling has been 
placed on delivery systems and 
on MIRVs." 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S.C., told newsmen after the 
meeting that the overall figure 
of bombers and missiles which 
each side may possess through 
1985 would be somewhat less 
than 2,500. He said he believed 
the agreement would be ratified 
by the Senate. 
Asked why the Russians 
would agree to curtail their 
projected military buildup, Nes­ 
sen quoted Ford as saying. 
"It is my best judgment they 
are deeply concerned about the 
arms race. If we hadn’t agreed 
to this, we would have had a 
new arms race of unbelievable 
cost. This gives them security 
and stability against us and we 
feel the same way. It provides 
adequate security for both of 
us.” 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D- 
Wash , one of the most severe 
critics of the previous strategic 
arms agreement with the Soviet 
Union, was not invited to Ford’s 
briefing for congressional lead­ 
ers. He was briefed on the 
Vladivostok accord by a senior 
member of the National Securi­ 
ty Council. 
Nessen said that Ford called 
the agreement "responsible" 
and said it had been approged 
by Secretary of Defense James 
Schlesinger and Gen. George 
Brown, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 
"They probably did not get 
everything that we wanted but 
they have put a cap on the 
situation," said Thurmond as 


he emerged from a meeting of 
congressional leaders called by 
Ford to the 'White House. 
Thurmond also said there 
was no provision for on-site 
inspection limiting the land and 
submari ne- based m i ssil.es and 
bombers, but that Ford assured 
lawmakers of U.S. ability to 
monitor Russia's part in the 
agreement reached last week­ 


end at Vladivostok. 
Senate Republican Whip Rob­ 
ert Griffin of Michigan said the 
President described the talks as 
difficult and tough and told 
the White House gathering he 
had at times doubted an agree­ 
ment was possible. 
Henry M Jackson, a strong 
arms control critic who was not 
invited to the White House ses­ 
sion, said earlier that Ford 
should! have gotten the agree­ 
ment in writing. 
Sen John C. Stennis, D-M.il®.,. 
chairman of the Senate Armed 
Service Committee, also told 
newsmen in the White House 
drivew ay he felt “ good 
progress'" was made at the 
Vladivostok meeting.

Lyford Tower Is Designated 
Tiburón Historical Landmark 


The Lyford Hygeia stone tow­ 
er, which commands a sweep­ 
ing view of Raccoon Strait in 
Tiburón, was named an histori­ 
cal landmark last night by the 
Tiburón City Council. 
The action capped a two-hour 
hearing before a packed house 
at city hall. (Another Tiburón 
City Council story, page 12.) 
The vote to confer landmark 
status on the 90-year-oid struc­ 
ture built by Civil War surgeon 
Dr. Benjamin Lyford at the 
entrance to Lyford’s Hygeia, an 
1880s subdivision, was unani­ 
mous. 
Likewise, unanimous was a 
vote to instruct the landmarks 
committee to meet with Belve­ 
dere dentist A L. Caceres, who 
owns the tower, in an attempt 
to agree on preserving the tow­ 
er and seeing to its mainte­ 
nance. 
During the hearing, James 
Murad, an attorney represent­ 
ing Mr and Mrs. Caceres, 
pleaded with the council not to 
deprive the owners of the right 
to develop the parcel containing 
the tower. 
"The doctor is willing to co­ 
operate but he doesn't want his 
land taken away from him," 
said Murad 
If the city wants to preserve 
the tower, Murad said, Caceres 
will give it away if the city will 


move it — a suggestion city 
staff said is impractical — or 
will sell it for $85,000. 
But some of the citizens fa­ 
voring preservation maintained 
Caceres can’t build on the lot 
anyway until 1985. 
That ’s when a 25-year recrea­ 
tional easement — which pro- 
hibits development of the land 
— expire? they maintained. 
In 1961, when the parcel's 
former owner wanted to build 
three duplexes on the tower lot 
and two adjacent parcels, citi­ 
zens of the then-unincorporated 
community of Tiburón objected. 
Ultimately, the owner was 
given two triplexes instead and 


he pledged not to build on the 
tower lot tor 25 years, said 
several residents who have re­ 
searched the question. 
But Dr. Caceres said he did 
not know of the restriction on 
the lot until he bought it in 1964. 
However, Caceres conceded 
he wont before the tax assessor 
in 1969 asking for, and receiv­ 
ing, a tax break on grounds the 
lot could not be built upon. 
After hearing that, and quiz­ 
zing Caceres, Councilman /tiiau 
N. Littman said he was satis­ 
fied Caceres knew of the re­ 
striction when he bought the 
lot, and moved that the tower 
be declared an historical land­ 
mark.

$1.8 Billion Mass Transport 
Measure Signed By President 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Ford today signed legisla­ 
tion providing $11.8 billion over 
the next six years to help solve 
the nation's mass transit prob­ 
lemsThe compromise bill will as­ 
sist financially ailing subway, 
bus and rail commuter systems 
to provide increased and better 
service at a lower cost. 
Fofd said the money — the 
most ever appropriated by Con­ 
gress for mass transit — would 
prove "adequate to meet our 
most urgent needs in mass 
transportation at a cost that is 
not inflationary.” 
Later, at a news conference, 
Mayors Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco and Abraham Beame 
of Neuf York City described the 
legislation as "historic" and 
lauded Ford for helping to get it 
passed 
Asked if the bill would pro­ 
vide enough money, AJioto said 
he thought it was "a good, 
adequate start." 
The President signed the Na­ 
tional Mass Transportation As­ 
sistance Act in a White House 
East Room ceremony, with 


leaders of Congress, governors 
and more than 15 big city may­ 
ors looking on. 
Ford noted that the legisla­ 
tion for the first time will make 
federal money available to sub­ 
sidize mass transit operations. 
He said the legislation repre­ 
sented "compromise in the best 
sense of the term." 
The bill, ending a three-year 
struggle between the White 
House and the Congress over 
how much money to spend on 
mass transit and how to allo­ 
cate it, had been vigorously 
sought by many state and local 
officials. 
The largest portion of the bill 
— $7.8 billion — will be granted 
on a case-by-case basis for con­ 
struction and im provem ent 
projects on an 80-20 federal 
matching basis. 
But a smaller section of the 
bill is considered the most ira-

The paths and pitfalls to a 
young adult’s first major in­ 
vestment — an automobile —

Senior class students — and a 
sprinkling of adults — learned 
that buying that first car is a 
good way to establish credit 
that will be needed to buy 
almost anything else later. 
They also learned: that new 
protection is available to own­ 
ers of cars needing repair, and 
received an insight on how a 
car salesman looks at a cus­ 
tomer. 


Ways to hold down on the 
increasingly high cost of insur­ 
ance for the young driver were' 
explained by insurance broker 
Kenneth Downs of Larkspur. 
He stressed that maintaining a 
B-or-better grade average is 
worth a 15 per cent premium 
saving with "99 per cent of the 
insurance companies." 


Drivers who get traffic tick­ 
ets for major offenses are likely 
to find insurance costs soaring, 
he warned Being caught sip­ 
ping beer or other alcohol in a 
vehicle “ is also very serious"’ 
and costly, Downs explained. 


“ Instead of yielding to peer 
pressure and tapping a can of 
beer while cruising Fourth 
Street, go someplace on a gras­ 
sy knoll” for drinking, he 
urged. 


Young drivers have four 
times as many accidents per 
thousand miles as older per­ 
sons. “ In California, 85 per cent 
of all teen-agers have an acci­ 
dent in their first four years of 
driving," Downs reported.

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Scientist Sleuthing For 
Cause Of Plant Suicides 
DETROIT (UPD - Plants, 
like people, commit suicide 
But before they die. accord­ 
ing to a University 
of Michigan botanist, plants 
send out a death signal 
That signal has become the 
focus of Larry D. Nooden s 
research into what he terms the 
suicide phenomenon in plant 
development. The results could 
mean big increases in crop 
yields, particularly soybeans. 
“Most people think it’s the 
drought or cold nights that are 
knocking off the plants.” Nood- 
cn said, “But most plants die 
long before those conditions set 
in.” 
Plants change color, lose 
their leaves and die, Nooden 
said, because a warning signal 
from their seeds tells them to. 
Armed with a $90,000 Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture grant, a 
research assistant and a gnaw­ 
ing curiosity, Nooden. 38, set 
out four months ago at the Ann 
Arbor, Mich, .school to find out 
why plants “kill themselves.” 
“We are determining exactly 
when the death signal comes,” 
Nooden said, “how it is trans­ 
mitted and what it is.” 
Finding the point in plant 
development when the signal is 
sent was relatively easy, he 
said, but determining what pur­ 
pose the death impulse senes 
in plant growth may take years 
of research. 
The signal is beamed out late 
in pod development while the 
seeds are ftiling the envelope- 
like hag. If the pod is removed 
before the seeds start growing, 
he said, death is delayed for a 
long period.

Wilson said that Haldeman 
met with D^an only once before 
the June 17. 1972 break in, when 
Dean reported on top-level 
meetings on a campaign intel­ 
ligence gathering plan — the 
plan which spawned the Water­ 
gate break-in. He said Halde­ 
man told Dean he “should stay 
out of that matter." 
Wilson said that in a conver­ 
sation with Nixon on June 23, 
1972 — which the jury' has 
heard replayed on tape' — 
Haldeman was not discussing 
any effort to make the Water­ 
gate bugging appear to be a 
CIA project. 
Instead, he said, Haldeman 
was motivated by a fear that 
the FBI investigation might un­ 
cover “certain campaign con­ 
tributions. which if they came 
to light, unrelated to Water­ 
gate. would be embarrassing to 
the Nixon campaign." 
Wilson referred, to a contribu­ 
tion to Nixon's campaign, that 
had been routed through Mexi­ 
can banks The prosecution al­ 
leges that Haldeman tried to 
stop the FBI from investigating 
these checks by contending that 
such an inquiry would expose 
CIA activities in Mexico. 
The lawyer said Haldeman 
also never was told that the 
money raised by Nixon's asso­ 
ciates in early 1973 was intend­ 
ed “to shut the mouths of the 
«Watergate break-in) defend­ 
ants...” He said Dean reported 
the money “was meant for fam­ 
ily support and legal fees." 
Wilson characterized Halde­ 
man as “the expeditor of the 
day to day business of the 
President” who accompanied

Criminal Charge 
Standards Set 


LOS ANGELES (UPIt - The 
first statewide set of standards 
for criminal charges has been 
compiled by the California Dis­ 
trict Attorney’s Association. 
The 500-page manual sets 
guidelines for charging sus­ 
pects with crimes, explaining 
proceedings to victims and wit­ 
nesses. using the grand jury, 
making bail recommendations, 
investigating cases involving 
police mi.scoiid.uct and resolving 
jurisdictional conflicts between 
counties. 
“Standards for charging a 
person with a cnme should be 
the same in San Francisco, 
Fresno and even little Alpine 
County,.”' said Los Angeles Dis­ 
trict Attorney Joseph Busch, 
president of the DA’s associa­ 
tion, yesterday. 


Nooden first became cunous 
about the signal effect three 
years ago while studying the 
century plant, a striking desert 
growih that lives up to 100 
years, 
“'This plant just grows along, 
happily vegetating, until one 
find day it sends up a huge 
stalk of flowers 25 feet high,” 
Nooden said “The seeds ma­ 
ture. and then the death 
process begins The leaves flop 
and the whole thing dries, up.” 
He discovered the plant could 
be saved simply by cutting off 
the flower soon after it 
bloomed 
Nooden pondered that fact for 
almost a year before he began 
conducting experiments at his 
University of Michigan labora­ 
tory and nearby farm 
Gardeners have applied the 
“ plucking” theory to plant 
growih for years, Nooden said. 
“Pick up any Burpee seed, 
catalogue and you’ll, see recom­ 
mendations to remove flowers 
from the plants as soon as they 
fade,” he said. 
But Nooden believes he may 
be the only botanist in the 
world who is resea.rchi.ng the 
phenomenon on a major level. 
The breakthrough in his re­ 
search came when the govern­ 
ment awarded him a federal 
grant to study the signal in an 
attempt to crack the yield bar­ 
rier for soybeans. 
“We"re not going to solve the 
world food supply crisis in one 
shot.” Nooden said. “ But 
through isolation and control of 
the death impulse, it will be 
possible to greatly increase 
yields.” 
His studies of the signal sug­ 
gest. “that we are dealing with 
a new kind of hormone.” 
“There has to be some reason 
why that signal is there," Nocd- 
en said “It must have a natu­ 
ral role, an adaptive signifi­ 
cance but it is difficult to

same time limits. 
Before this month's election 
the board had estimated that 
Measure J, if passed, would 
raise property taxes in 1975-76 
by 13 cents over this year’s rate 
of $3.30 per SI00 assessed valua­ 
tion. But: last night, representa­ 
tives of the county schools of­ 
fice reported that new figures 
indicate that no such increase 
will be needed in 1975-76 if the 
proposal passed, leaving the 
rate the same as this year. 
However, if the m easure 
fails, the property tax rate will 
drop. 
The board discussed postpon­ 
ing the election until May 27 but 
decided that the delay would 
destroy the momentum of cam­ 
paigners for the measure. If the 
district did wait until May, it 
would have to pay about $3.000 
to put the measure on the 
ballot. In March there will be a 
district election for two trustee 
openings, and the measure can 
be put on, the ballot at no extra 
cost. 
Last night, the board also 
took its first look at a report 
from Supt. Peter Palches on 
possible budget slashing needed 
if the revenue limit proposal 
fails again. 
Palches has predicted that 
the district will have to cut 
$355,000 from 1975-76 spending 
to balance tto budget and pre­ 
serve reserves of about $150,- 
000. He also says the board can 
give salary’ increase of only 
four per cent next year and will 
have to drop at least seven 
people from its present teach­ 
ing staff of 167. 
Last mght he asked the board 
to form four district commit­ 
tees to provide advice on cut­ 
backs. 
The board agreed and asked 
that the committees report 
back on Jan. 6. The board also 
decided to hold a special meet- 
,ng Jan. 9 to make decisions 
based on. the reports. 
The four committees, which 
would include taxpayers, teach­ 
ers, administrators and clerical 
personnel, would deal with the 
following questions: 
What programs could be re­ 
duced or dropped; what criteria, 
should be used in cutting back 
staff: what. if any, elementary 
schools should be closed; what 
nonpersonnel items can be cut 
from the budget? 
The board said it wants an 
austerity budget for 1975-76 
roughed out for voters to look 
at before the March election.

Sex Bias Suit 
Against Colleges 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Five 
women’s rights and educational 
organizations today accused the 
federal government of illegally 
giving millions of dollars to 
schools and colleges which 
practice sex discrimination. 
In a class action suit filed in 
U.S. District Court, the organi­ 
zations said the departments of 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare have allowed fed­ 
eral aid to continue to schools 
engaging in sex discrimination 
in employment, athletics, ad­ 
missions, scholarship awards 
and other activities. 
They accused the government 
of violating laws and executive 
orders in effect since 1968 pro­ 
hibiting awarding federal co­ 
tracts to institutions with sex 
discrimination policies.

attempt to save it, they ap­ 
peared persuaded by argu­ 
ments that more is needed than 
a mere facelift. 
A simple “fix up. paint up" 
effort has traditionally proved 
futile in other cities faced with 
redevelopment, according to ec­ 
onomic consultant Michael 
Mansion. Major retail tenants 
are needed to attract customers 
and provide vitality, he said. 
If department store facilities 
aren't built in San Rafael to 
attract new customers into the 
city, they will be built else­ 
where in Marin and result in a 
continued drain on the down­ 
town. he indicated 
“The trend is very clear — 
the retailers want to get in 
regional, centers with as many 
major tenants as possible.” 
Marston said. 
Councilmen, while taking no 
formal action, appeared reluc­ 
tant to embrace concepts of 
massive regional shopping cen­ 
ters, as proposed in sketch 
plans one and two. Instead, city 
leaders leaned toward the 
sm aller, subregional depart­ 
ment store apprach of one or 
two facilities as suggested in 
sketch plan three. 
“I think there is some trepi­ 
dation on our part — at least in 
mine — of what a regional 
shopping center would do to our 
area,” said Councilman Lawr­ 
ence E. Mulryan, chairman of 
the redevelopm ent agency 
board 
A suggestion by Mulryan that 
downtown San Rafael be redev­ 
eloped with a specialty shop 
"Union Street” flavor was 
dashed by Marston, .however, 
as economically risky. 
"If we could work magic we 
would like to make downtown 
work without bringing any (ma­ 
jor new retail tenants) in,” the 
councilman; said. 
Councilman John, A.. Miski- 
men said he favored develop­ 
ment of two major department 
stores, one at either end of the 
downtown area. Colleague Jack 
G. Nixon appeared to embrace 
a subregional complex at the 
foot of Fourth Street that would 
require razing the Lincoln Hotel 
and other dilapidated struc­ 
tures. 
Councilman Fred Jensen 
wondered if the local market 
could support new’ department 
stores, but agreed that “the 
immediate problem is to get to 
work on the downtown area.” 
Several residents in a crowd 
of about 75 rose to offer varying 
opinions on the situation City 
council candidate Richard C. 
Fox said he preferred a low-key 
beautification approach, since a 
regional shopping center would 
“knife” local businessmen. Oth­ 
ers expressed concern about 
local parking problems. 
Marston said cost of creating 
two department stores down­ 
town might be more than $7 
million alone, and said he did 
not view’ a $6 million lid 
clamped on redevelopment by a 
city-county pact as a con­ 
straint. “We have looked at a 
more com prehensi ve program ’ ’ 
than envisioned by city-county 
redevelopment agreem ents, 
Marston said. 
Consultants must first find 
out what the city wants before 
worrying about tow to make it 
work, he said...

Revised Coal 
Contract 
Considered 


WASHINGTON OJPIi - The 
United Mine Workers Bargain­ 
ing Council, which last week 
rejected one contract proposed 
by union leaders, assembled 
today to consider a new version 
of the three-year pact covering 
120.000 coal miners across the 
nation. 


UMW President Arnold Miller 
and company negotiators fin­ 
ished revising the contract yes­ 
terday, putting on paper the 
changes agreed to in principle 
Sunday night in an effort to halt 
the nation-wide coal strike. 


The revised contract report­ 
edly provides for a 10 per cent 
raise in the first year. 4 per 
cent in the second and 3 per 
cent in the third. The original 
offer proposed a 9 per cent 
raise the first year and 3 per 
cent hikes in the next two 
years. 


The 39-member 
bargaining 
coancil. composed of senior re­ 
gional and national UMW offi­ 
cials. must approve the con­ 
tract before it is sent to rank 
and file members for a ratifica­ 
tion vote. 


Until the contract is ratified 
at all levels, the nation-wide 
coal strike now entering its 
third week will continue. The 
walkout is expected to last into 
December in any case because 
the ratification process requires 
an estimated 10 days.

Rocket Fuel 
Shortages 
Disclosed 


WASHINGTON (UPD - The 
Air Force is running short of an 
exotic rocket fuel used to 
launch spy satellites and can’t 
find a firm that wants to make 
it. 


Part of the reason is new 
manufacturing safety standards 
imposed by the .Labor Depart­ 
ment because' a chemical used 
to make the fuel is suspected of 
causing cancer. 


The fuel is unsvmmetncal 
d im e th y lh y d ra z in e , b e tte r 
known to those who care to 
grapple with it as UDMH 
It 
fires the Titan rockets used to 
launch Apollo moon missions, 
scientific satellites, and the spy 
in the sky satellites which keep 
track of Soviet military activi-

ties. 


An Air Force spokesman said 
UDMH “ is in short supply but 
we don't consider it critical ” 
However, the service has got 
ten desperate enough to break 
open 2.209 old Bull pup air-to 
air-missile motors now in stor­ 
age in order to extract UDMH. 
The fuel from all those small 
motors will only be enough to 
launch one Titan 
The 
spokesm an said the 
shortage would mean a delay of 
some flights. Officials said sci­ 
entific and com m unications 
launches would bear the brunt 
and insisted no spy satellites 
would be affected 
The problem began to devel­ 
op two years ago when the 
FMC Corporation shut down its 
Baltimore, MD , UDMH prod­ 
uct on line because it wasn't 
selling enough UDMH to make 
production worthwhile. 
A few’ months later the Labor 
D epartm ent’s 
Oc c upa f i on a I. 
Safety and Health Administra­ 
tion said nitrosodine thyla- 
mane, a chemical used in pro­ 
ducing 
UDMH, 
can 
cause 
cancer in workers exposed to it. 
By last February’ the Air 
Force still had found no new 
source of UDMH and saw prob­ 
lems ahead. FMC said the Air 
Force came to the firm asking 
it to fix its plant to OSHA 
standards, resume production 
and bail the service out. 
But FMC would agree only to 
produce one 3 million pound 
batch before closing the line 
permanently. That’s enough for 
only about 60 Titan firings. 
An FMC spokesman said the 
plant was old and outdated, the 
product had a. .limited market 
and so wasn't very profitable, 
and the firm anticipated still 
tougher OHSA safety standards 
and wasn't willing to keep sup­ 
plying the Air Force. 
With FMC adamant the Air 
force must still find a steady 
supplier in order to keep its spy 
satellite launches going uninter­ 
rupted after the last batch, is 
exhausted.

The five were involved in the 
slaughter of 31 persons in a Pan 
American airliner at Rome a ir­ 
port in December 
The guerrillas then hijacked 
a Lufthansa plane and surren­ 
dered to authorities in Kuwait 
who in turn handed them over 
to the PLO. They were taken to 
Cairo to await trial 
Two other guerrillas freed as 
a result of the Turns operation 
had been jailed in HoLlanc after 
hijacking a B ritish a irlin e r 
from Beirut to Amsterdam and 
setting it ablaze.

belonged to the 
Arab Nationalist Youth Organi­ 
zation 
for the 
Liberation of 
Palestine — a hard-line splinter 
faction, guerrilla sources said 
Police guarded the four air 
pirates and seven freed com­ 
mando prisoners in a secret 
hideout while Tunisian authori­ 
ties decided what to do with the 
guerrillas 
“There are several possibili­ 
ties, one of which would be to 
hand them over to the PLO,” 
Foreign Minister Habib Chatti 
said. “This is the most plausi­ 
ble one. The PLO is determined 
to end this sort of operation.” 
The 11 guerrillas surrendered 
yesterday morning at the end of 
a four-day air and ground d ra­ 
ma that began last Thursday.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Because of a state Supreme 
Court decision, the California 
Legislature 
will 
get 
another 
chance to decide w hether it 
wants a “notice-of-alibi” law. 


The legislature has failed five 
times in the past 15 years to 
pass such a statute and in 
effect the Supreme Court last 
week merely postponed any de­ 
cision on the constitutionality of 
such a lawr. 


The unanimous ruling that a 
court may not order a crim inal 
defendant to disclose in ad­ 
vance whether he will offer an 
alibi at his trial cam e in the 
case of Robert Reynolds of Los 
Angles. 


Reynolds was charged with a 
series of crim es against young 
girls and the court ordered him 
to give the prosecution at least 
three days notice before calling 
any alibi witnesses and to dis­ 
close the names, addresses and 
telephone numbers of such wit­ 
nesses. 
Since the trial is expected to 
last several months, a ruling 
was sought on the validity of 
the notice-of-alibi ruling. 
The Supreme Court knocked 
dowm the lower court’s order 


and noted that in sim ilar cases 
the Supreme Court of the Unit­ 
ed States has indicated that 
notice-of-alibi orders must be 
carefully drafted to avoid deni­ 
al of a fair trial to the defend­ 
ant. 


The California Supreme Court 
did not set any standards for 
such a statute but said courts 
could not require advance no­ 
tice of an alibi unless the legis­ 
lature first enacts adetailed law 
on the subject, if it ever does

Congress Learns 
What Ford Ignores 


Senators and congressm en 
apparently have learned what 
President 
Ford 
has 
so 
far 
failed to learn: that the people 
of the United States are fed up 
with lies and concealment by 
those in government. 
House and Senate showed it 
last week with their overrides 
of the p re sid e n t's 
veto of 
amendments to the Freedom of 
Information Act. 
The House vote to override 
was 371 to 31. The vote in the 
Senate was 65 to 27. 
That message should have 
been clear enough to reach Mr. 
Ford all the way across the 
Pacific — he was in Japan 
when the votes were taken. 


THE FREEDOM of Informa 
tion Act was passed during the 
adm inistration of President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, who hailed 
it as sweeping away the bu­ 
reaucratic insistence that vir­ 
tually any government record 
was “ classified.""" But it was 
full of holes. It was also full of 
ways for bureaucrats to frus­ 
trate seekers after information 
by unconscionable delays. 
Just how bad those delays 
became was pointed out by 
California’s Sen. Alan Cranston 
during brief Senate debate on 
the veto override. Cranston not­ 
ed that it took 13 months for the 
Tax Reform Research Group to 
get public release of 41 docu­ 
ments showing how the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service had inves­ 
tigated dissident groups — a 
part of the “Watergate mentali­ 
ty ” 
m isuse of governm ent 
agencies. 
Obviously, the average seek­ 
er after government informa­ 
tion has neither time or money 
to spend 13 months forcing a 
federal bureau to disgorge in­ 
form ation that should have 
been public in the first place. 
Senator Cranston said Presi­ 


dent Ford's veto of the bill 
“threatens to perpetuate the 
Nixon style of letting govern­ 
ment bureaucrats manipulate 
the public by deceiving the 
press.” 
It remained for a Republican, 
Sen. Howard Baker of Tennes­ 
see. to point out the real and 
tragic consequences of govern­ 
ment secrecy. Senator Baker 
said: 
“Two recent tragedies — the 
war in Vietnam and Watergate 
— might not have occurred if 
executive branch officials had 
not been able to make their 
acts in secrecy.” 


The Freedom of Information 
Act amendments are intended 
to ease and speed the process 
of getting what should be public 
information to the public. The 
key change is to remove from 
the executive agencies them­ 
selves the right to rule on what 
is or is not necessary to keep 
secret in the name of “national 
s e c u rity .” (Rem em ber that 
phrase from Watergate0) Her­ 
eafter, the federal courts will 
have the sole power of decid­ 
ing. 
We 
do 
not expect 
these 
amendments to do away with 
government secrecy. But they 
should help to pierce the veil. 
They might even prevent an­ 
other Vietnam or W’atergate. 
President Ford, 
in vetoing 
the bill, sounded that same old 
“threat to national security” 
excuse He should know by now 
that Americans have learned 
that is more often a cover-up 
for mistakes — or worse — 
than a justifiable reason for 
secrecy. 
There can be no security for 
any nation that does not trust 
its citizens. Nor can there be 
security for a citizenry that is 
unable to trust its government.

Too Much First Amendment 
For San Francisco Commuters 


M ann com.mu.ters alm ost .literally trip 
over the First Amendment as they board 
buses home every evening from San 
Francisco's financial district. 
Rows of “ new spaper” racks stand like 
a Berlin Wall along the edge of the 
sidewalk at key downtown stops, blocking 
com m uters struggling to get between 
them to board buses. Additional hazards 
result when racks are knocked over the 
rush, forcing com m uters to wait in the 
street, instead of on the the sidewalk 
In short, it's a mess, compounded by 
that special brand of municipal inepti­ 
tude perfected in San Francisco. The 
problem began to mushroom last month, 
but naturally nothing has been done 
about it. 
Only a handful of the racks dispense 
legitim ate newspapers, but while most 
have no discernible redeem ing social 
value, they .nevert.hel.ess are cloaked in. 
First Amendment rights to free press and 
free speech. 
San Francisco hates to look to Oakland 
for exam ples of how to do something, but 
there m ust be a lesson in Oakland's 
handling of this problem. 
Instead of

perm itting racks to proliferate down the 
block, the city, m erchants and newspa­ 
pers there got together and built attrac­ 
tive and compact racks that leave the 
sidewalk free for the joys of people and 
dogs. 


SECRET MEETINGS by public offi­ 
cials occur far more often than they 
should. It’s no wonder since they official­ 
ly are called “executive sessions.” Who 
wouldn’t be proud to be .in on such, a high- 
sounding affair? 
We suggest state law be changed to 
label these closed-door events just what 
they are, secret meetings. Even the most 
arrogant public officials might hesitate to 
call a “ secret m eeting.” 
Perhaps M arin’s new assem blym an, 
Michael W’ornum, could add this to his 
first legislative program. As a Mill Val­ 
ley city councilman 10 years ago, he saw 
the dangers of “executive sessions,"’ 
especially when he read Independent- 
Joum al reports of several to which even 
he had not been invited by his fellow 
councilmen. 


THE PROUD NEW symbolic mission 
at the Irwin Street entrence to San 
Rafael is a big im provem ent over the 
barren lot that formerly welcomed people 
to the city. But why is it festooned with a 
necklace of 
four 
brilliant 
spotlights? 
H asn’t San Rafael heard of the energy 
shortage? We were going to suggest that 
only one light be used, but come to think 
of it, why does it have to be illuminated 
at all0 


SYLVIA SIEGEL of Mill Valley, long 
active in California’s consum er move­ 
ment, is seeking appointment by Gov.- 
elect Edmund G. Brown Jr. to one of two 
vacancies due on the Public Utilities 
Commission...

protest following Gen. George S. Brown s 
rem arks about the Jew s and the Jewish 
lobby, the real weakness this revealed 
was overlooked That is the ignorance of 
world and national affairs in the top 
echelon of the American military.

The turnover of most of the faculty is 
every three' years. The instructors, them ­ 
selves largely West. Point Graduates, are 
naturally concentrating on an Army ca­ 
reer, with the faculty assignm ent a brief

In many instances, they have taken 
graduate work in civilian universities. 
And while they work harder than the

The authors 
write that the m ost popular explanation 
a t the Point for the long and inconclusive 
w ar in Vietnam is that civilians betrayed 
the Army. 
“ Bound together by a sincere sense 
that they were betrayed and that civil­ 
ians were disinclined to sym pathize with 
their predicam ent in Vietnam, most West 
Pointers present a united front to outsi­ 
ders But the urge to dose ranks around 
their own in the face of public criticism 
does not prevent them from unleashing, 
in private, scathing denunciations of cer­ 
tain militan.' actions in Southeast A sia.’ 
One of the m avericks who escaped 
from the rigid mold of the Academy is 
Gen Jam es M. Gavin, whom President 
Kennedy made am bassador to France. 
He urged West Point to develop curiosity, 
a search for ideas, a search for knowl­ 
edge. But he conceded recently that his 
advice had gone unheeded. 
One of the rare soldier-statesm en in 
not-too-distant history was Gen. George 
C. Marshall., chief-of-staff of the Army 
during World War II. Recognizing his 
rem arkable qualities of integrity and 
intellect. President Trum an made him 
first secretan ' of state and then secre­ 
tary' of defense. Marshall cam e out of

Point. 


THE PENTAGON is 'the great supplier 
and salesm an of arm s today. The Greek 
and 'Chilean dictatorships have been ben­ 
eficiaries. So has Turkey, using arm s 
supplied by the United States to invade 
and take over much of Cyprus. In theory', 
decisions to forward arm s to at least half 
the countries of the world are taken in 
cooperation with the State Departm ent. 
But the preponderant influence is the 
Pentagon. 
Into the balance in those decisions 
should go statesm anship, wisdom, knowl­ 
edge, and not just the knee-jerk reaction 
of a soldier recognizing the needs of other 
soldiers.

Chiton Cobb, a retired sea­ 
man who lives in Petaluma, is 
at work on a scheme which he 
believes could result in the 
etamnation of many current 
energy related problems 
From hts home on D Street, 
he's written to government offi­ 
cials and newspapers all 
around the country. hoping: to 
persuade them to help his cam­ 
paign along.. 
But in just about every case 
he's received replies with per­ 
functory politeness rather than 
the commitment he hoped for. 
Even the White House has 
treated him cooly. In part be 
attributes this to the influence 
of the oil companies. 
COBB'S IDEA is to have gov­ 
ernment agencies and big busi 
nesses '“lend" their massive 
computer dato processing re­ 
sources to help 'Coordinate a 
nationwide car pool system,.. 
While he readily admits that 
he didn't invent the car pool 
idea, which is in use in a few 
areas, he believes the “ex­ 
perts" have overlooked the ad 
vantages of such a system on a 
large scale. 
If everyone pooled their 
transportation, Cobb says, 
more oil would be available for 
industrial use. Our current reli­ 
ance on imported 'petroleum 
would be reduced or eliminat­ 
ed, gasoline shortages wouldn’t 
recur, and individual citizens, 
strapped by inflation, would not 
have to spend the comparative­ 
ly large sums they now' spend 
by driving to work every day in 
vehicles designed to carry more 
than one passenger. 
Cobb approached newspapers 
and officials because he feels 
they are the only ones who can 
make the whole nation aware of 
his idea — if they try . 
He thinks the automobile is 
the main, cause of our energy 


problems

“There are only three ways 
they can do that," he sayd,

Watergate Tapes Have It 
All Over The Godfather' 
WASHINGTON - I went over 
to the Watergate conspiracy 
trial the other day and it was 
good to see all my old friends 
again — Bob Ha Idem an, John 
E hr lie h. man, John. Mitchell, 
Robert Mardían and Kenneth 
Parkinson, It was tope day, and 
the prosecution was playing 
White House topes for the jury 
Everyone in the courtroom was 
provided with a set of ear­ 
phones. and all we had to do 
was sit back and relax and 
listen to how everyone was 
shafting each other 
It s a pity that all Americans 
can’t hear the Nixon tapes. No 
matter what you read in the 
transcripts, nothing compares 
to listening to the voices them­ 
selves as they 'discuss ways and. 
means of shutting off Water­ 
gate at the 'pass. 
HAVING JUST SEEN "The 
Godfather” on television, I 
couldn't help comparing the 
Don Corleone family with the 
Dor Watergate family. The 
first thing that occurred to me 
was that Marlon Brando as the 
Godfather spoke so much better 
English than Richard Nixon — 
and this despite the fact that 
Brando had cotton in his cheeks 
and was supposed to' have been 
horn in Sicily. Second, I 
couldn’t help thinking that 
there was so much more honor 
in the Don Corleone family than 
there was in the Don Watergate 
family. 
The Don Corleones lived by a 
code of sorts. W'hile they did not 
hesitate to take care of people 
outside the family they always 
protected each other. When you 
listen to the topes, you have to 
conclude that in the Don Water­ 
gate family it was every man. 
for himself. Although the Nixon 
lieutenants'" primary concern 
was to protect their “Godfath­ 
er,” the topes show their pri­ 
mary interest was to save 
themselves. 
So what you hear through 
your earphones is the making 
of a conspiracy not only against 
the government but against 
each other. Haldeman and Ehr- 
lichman are out to get John 
Mitchell; Nixon’s out to get 
Colson; Colson’s out to get John 
Dean, and Haldeman's out to 
get Ehrfichman. If nothing else, 
the Watergate' people have giv­ 
en ' obstruction of justice a 
had name. 
THE CLEAREST TAPES are 
the telephone conversations be­ 
tween Nixon and his aides. The 
thing that struck me the most 
about these is that, when Nixon 
was speaking on the phone, he 
always breathed heavily as if 


he were making an obscene call 
— which it now turns out he 
wasAnother observation you can 
make from the tapes is that 
nobody ever let 'the President of 
the United States say anything. 
Every time he started to 'talk, 
he was interrupted by one of his 
aides All they permitted him to 
do was occasionally repeat 
something that they had just 
told him Marlon Brando would 
have never stood for this. 
I don’t want to carry this 
comparison between the Don 
Corleone and Don Watergate 
families too far For one thing, 
the Don Corleones were so 
much smarter than the Don 
Watergate*. You can't, conceive 
of Marlon Brando s .people set­ 
ting up a tope system in his 
house. And you know even if 
they did, the Godfather of the 
film would have thrown out the 
machines after the feds were on 
to him. 
BIT WE CANT CRY over 
Scotch tope. The tapes are 
there for the jury and a few 
privileged members of the 
press to hear. They make great 
listening, and my only regret, is 
that so far the .American public 
can’t tune in on them,. If they 
co¡ul.d, I assure you they would 
have a higher rating than “The 
Godfather.” Holly-wood writers 
just can’t duplicate the duplici­ 
ty of the Watergate gang. If 
they tried, nobody would be­ 
lieve it.

hired the prestigious law firm 
of former Gov. Edmund G,„ 
(Pit) Brown to' examine the 
constitutionality of the Political 
'Reform. Initiative Prop. 9, it. 
was disclosed yesterday. 
The retaining of Brown's firm 
was made public at an open 
hearing of several state agen­ 
cies to brief lobbyists on the 
many new restrictions and re­ 
quirements they will face under 
the reform measure 
Gov -elect Edmund G Brown 
Jr. publicly advised his father 
during the recent election cam­ 
paign not to get involved with 
any legal, challenge of the 
sweeping initiative. As secre­ 
tary of state, the younger 
Brown was a driving force be­ 
hind Prop 9 and used the issue 
liberally in his successful cam­ 
paign for governor 
Allan E Tebbets of the Long 
Beach office of Ball. Hunt, 
Hart, Brown and Baerwitz. said 
the firm was hired to “take a 
look at the statute" and advise 
the group of lobbyists how’ to 


comply with its provisions 
“ As lawyers one of the 
things we’re going to do is look 
at it in terms of the constitu­ 
tion,"" he' told reporters. 
He identified only one mem­ 
ber of the lobbyist's group, 
Jack C. Crouse, who lobbies for 
Tenneco Inc. and other compa­ 
nies.Crouse said about 30 mem­ 
bers joined the group, and it 
would decide whether to take 
the political reform measure to 
the courts only after studying 
the report from Brown’s firm of 
lawyers. 
More than 250 lobbyists 
crammed into a Capitol bearing 
room to discuss the measure, 
which severely limits spending 
by lobbyists and imposes tough, 
new financial reporting on them 
and their employes 
It was disclosed during the 
gubernatorial election cam­ 
paign that Brown s firm was 
approached by the lobbyists, 
and it flared briefly into a 
campaign issue between Brown 
Jr and his GOP opponent, 
Houston I. Flournoy. 


At the time the elder Brown 
said the charges were a “des 
peratc effort" by his son's foes, 
and he pledged that he person 
ally 'will not do anything" to 
oppose Prop 9. He said then 
that the firm had only been 
contacted by the lobbyists, not 
actually hired 
Both Crouse and Tebbets said 
the firm was retained after the 
election. 
Prop 9 passed by almost 3-1 
in the June primary election 
Sponsored by Brown and two 
citiren lobbying groups, it takes 
effect Jan. 7 and bans lobbyists 
from giving campaign contribu­ 
tions, limits them to $10 per 
month for entertaining a legis­ 
lator and requires them, and 
their employers to report 
monthly on virtually all their 
lobbying activities. 
It also creates a Fair Cam­ 
paign Practices Committee, 
limits statewide election spend 
mg. requires strick disclosure 
of campaign finances and 
strengthens conflict-of-interest 
laws

parents and teachers identify

lime because they aren't seeing 
as well as they should. 
The American Optometric As­ 
sociation says poor vision is one 
of the major causes of reading 
problems. 


THE FIRST THING to re­ 
member, 
say the doctors of 
optometry, is that ” 20-20” does : 
not 
mean 
perfect 
vision. 
It ¡ 
means simply that the child can 
sec clearly at far distances. 


To learn to read and to per­ 
form other classroom tasks, a 
child must also see clearly at 
close ranges nad must be able 
to use his two eyes together as 
a team to focus on close work. 


SYMPTOMS OF vision prob­ 
lems that parents and teachers 
can spot while observing a child . 
read include: 
Frowning or scowling while | 
reading. 
Excessive blinkng. 
Frequent rubbing of the eyes.

N ervousness, 
irritability, 
restlessness or unusual fatigue 
after reading.

When 
a 
child 
shows 
such 
symptoms frequently, he should 
have a vision examination. 
Properly diagnosed and treat­ 
ed. vision problems need not be 
a lifetime handicap, says the 
American Optometric Associa­ 
tion.

By this action, he suggests, 
the public can guard against 
such, deceptions as fi.nd.ing only 
a tiny item, in a. large, fancy 
package: absence of parts or 
n e c e s s a r y a dd i f ion a I eq u i p - 
ment; an assembly job adver­ 
tised as simple enough for a 2- 
year-old that really requires the 
knowhow of a graduate engi­ 
neer; and safety warnings in­ 
side that were not specified on 
the outside. 


"I WON’T B I T a pig in a 
poke and neither should anyone 
else,” declares Givens, who as 
the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commis­ 
sion's New York regional direc­ 
tor is concerned with deceptive 
packaging. ‘ Both consumer ac­ 
tion and legal action are needed 
to stop questionable practices.” 
He reports that recent legal 
action in six cases against toy 
manufacturers for alleged de­ 
ceptive 
practices resulted in 
three consent agreements and 
two cease-and-desist orders, 
with one still in the process of

Though there is no clearcut 
line. Givens cites as a rough 
guideline that if the amount of 
material in a package fills less 
than 50 per cent of the space it 
is indicative of deception 
‘‘For in s ta n c e ,” he says, 
“ there may be a small window 
covering an area that's chock 
full of goodies, but in fact 90 
per cent of the items in the box 
are behind that window and the 
other three fourths of the box 
contains only cardboard " 


THE ARGUMENT has been

DESIGN FOR PEOPLE 
Venetian Blinds Are Boon 
In Fight Against Inflation

Tufted Feature Syndicate 
It's a good thing that Venetian 
blinds are inexpensive, practi­ 
cal. handsome, and easy to 
come by, or they might have 
gone out of style in the last 200 
or so years since they were 
invented Not at all; these stur­ 
dy survivors of many another 
decade have managed to stay 
with us. virtually unchanged, 
and what a plus they are to 
today's inflation-ridden home­ 
makers. 
Venetians come both wide 
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not too surprising what I come 
up with." she said. "You may 
think you have an exclusive 
idea, but you better get it in to 
the magazines really fast or 
somebody else will get there 
with it first. It’s like the ideas 
are in the air. Hopefully, as a 
designer, 
you. are one step 
ahead." 
The plus in her designs is that 
they are not ultra sophisticated, 
she said.

A POOR CATCH OF CRABS 
Bill Haas of Fort Bragg hefts a 
large Dungeness crab while 
hundreds of others in his catch 
grapple and snap at one another 
in a large collection box — but 
the catch was a slim one com­ 
pared to years past.

The Sonoma County town 38 
miles north of San Francisco 
adopted a resolution in 1972 
attempting to restrict the 
growl h which has increased its 
population from 14.000 in 1960 to 
more than 30.000 last year 
By 4-1, voters approved the 
ordinance restricting new Rous­ 
ing units to 500 a year. 
But Homebuilding groups 
challenged it. and a federal 
judge ruled the measure uncon­ 
stitutional. 
“The court's decision in the 
Petaluma case is troublesome," 
Witt said. "It is troublesome 
because of language which 
seems to say that any scheme 
for timing or phasing develop-1 
merit is unconstitutional "

biggest city in California.

Ford Plans To Veto 
New Gl Benefits 
WASHINGTON (CD —Presi­ 
dent Ford has decided to veto 
the bill providing a 22.7 per 
cent increase in educational 
benefits for veterans, his chief 
spokesman said today. 
Ford disclosed his decision at 
a briefing with congressional 
leaders this morning saying, 
“Believe me, it wasn't an easy 
decision,” Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said. 
Ford acknowledged that he 
has no “illusions” that his veto 
of the popular bill might not be 
overridden. Nessen conceded. 
He said Ford will send his j 
veto message to Congress this 
afternoon and will state his j 
reasons for the action. 
Because of Ford’s inflation j 
fighting policies, Nessen said j 
the President objected to two ¡ 
provisions m the legislation | 
the ’>606 loan provision and the j 
extention of eligibility from 36 
to 45 months. 


He said that Ford would have 
gone along with a 20 per eent 
increase in veterans education­ 
al benefits but feels that the 
two other provisions which 
would have raised the cost of 
the bill were unacceptable. 
Ford believes his intention to 
veto the bill is “clearly consist­ 
ent” with his policy of bringing 
“big federal spending under 
control,” Nessen said. 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Pres­ 
ident Ford gave congressional 
leaders today a preview of his 
list of budget cuts designed to 
trim the current deficit. A top 
adviser said Ford s recommen­ 
dations were not “marshmal­ 
lows” but rather “bullets.”

Volcanic Action 
In Washington 


CHENEY. Wash 
(UPI) - 
Hissing steam and other evi­ 
dence of volcanic activity was 
discovered during an expedition 
to a 1111,.788-foot peak on glacier- 
covered Mount .Baker, a geolo­ 
gist. said yesterday. 
Dr Eugene Kiver said the 
activity indicated that if the 
mountain in northwest Wash­ 
ington erupted it could cause 
mudflows and other geological 
upheavals and result in consi­ 
derable loss of life and proper­ 
ty. 
Kiver, a professor of geology 
at Eastern Washington State 
College, said he headed a team 
of scientists to a crater below 
the summit of the 'peak, where 
sulphur-rich gases were seen 
escaping through volcanic 
vents, indicating molten rock of 
more than 1,700 degrees exists 
deep in the mountain.

Denouncing Miss .Leary as a 
woman who “would, sel. her 
own soul, and did, for Timothy 
Leary's release,” Cahn caled 
her and Martino “agents provo­ 
cateurs” who engaged in extor­ 
tion for money and political 
favors. 


He said Miss Viertel took part 
in the theft not for monetary’ 
gain but “more as a result of 
her hurt. Things taken in the 
burglary 
would 
have 
hurt 
Joanne Leary and Dennis Mar­ 
tino/' 


It was Dewald s idea to cal 
Miss Leary and demand $20,- 
000. not Miss Viertel's, Cahn 
said. 


Of the 20 stolen tapes, Marin 
law officers believe 11 have yet 
to be recovered. These tapes, 
which Miss Viertel says she 


listened to before they dropped 
out of sight, detail extortion 
plots, Cahn claimed 
Among the schemes was a 
plan to relieve an atomic scien­ 
tist of $25,000 in return for a 
promise “not to kill that scien­ 
tist's wife,” said Cahn. 
I Cahn "s statement, is at odds 
with Miss Viertel’s recollection

Then there were talks with a 
major LSD manufacturer. Miss 
Leary was alleged to have 
cheated the drug deaier out of 
$60,000 in that transaction. 
Cahn declined to amplify on 
his 
remarks 
after the sen­ 
tencing because out-of-court 
statements are not. privileged. 
Also shedding' new 'light on 
the case were 'two probation 
reports which extensively quote 
Miss Viertel and Dewald. 
Dewald described how he met 
Miss Leary and Martino in 1973 
in San Francisco. Last Febru­ 
ary’. the report quotes him as 
saying, Miss Leary’ and Mart mo 
wanted him to solicit a pilot 
friend of his to help break Dr. 
Leary’ out of the California 
men’s colony in San Luis Obis­ 
po. But Dewald said he was 
unable to help them,. 
(It was the same prison from, 
which Leary successfully ex­ 
ea ped in 1971, only to be recap­ 


tured in Afghanistan in 1973 ) 
Dewald said the two also 
wanted him to obtain guns for 
them from a mysterious figure 
known as Walter, but W’alter 
was out of town. It was W’alter 
who Miss Viertel and Dewald 
say helped them burglarize the 
Homestead: Valley residence a. 
few months later. 
Finally, Dewald told his pro­ 
bation officer, he was asked to 
help “ move” some hot jewelry’, 
particularly gold. He did not 
say if he obliged

For Rohnert Park 


Rohnert Park City Mgr. Pe­ 
ter M. Oallinan last night 
presented city council men with 
a plan for meeting state waste­ 
water standards.

pacity. C urrently the plant 
treats about 1.3 million gallons, 
and last year the city’s popula­ 
tion jumped nearly 30 per cent. 
City officials say a slack 
housing market has slowed the 
growth trend 'this year, making 
the board’s fear of an over­ 
worked 
treatment 
plant un­ 
founded. 
City officials have said they 
don’t want to spend much mon­ 
ey expanding or im proving 
their own sewage plant because 
they plan to hook into a region­ 
al plant when it is completed 
near Santa Rosa within the next 
two years. 
The regional water board will 
meet Dec. 4 in Santa Rosa to 
consider legal action to prevent 
further sewer hookups in Roh­ 
nert: Park. Callinan said he 
hopes his revised .flow plan, will 
change the board’s mind.

later. 
Born at Pantanaw, Burma, 
on Jan 22. 1909, the son of a 
landowner, Thant began as a 
schoolmaster.

tish criticism as a newspaper­ 
man and was appointed by his 
dose friend, U Nu, as U N . 
Ambassador. 
Self-effacing and

Spacecraft 
Zooming In 
On Jupiter 


MOUNTAIN VIEW ÍUPI) - 
The Pioneer 11 spacecraft re­ 
turned excellent photographs of 
Jupiter yesterday as it zoomed 
at more than 24,000 miles an 
hour towards the big planet. 
"Everything is going great 
The pictures are looking good 
They have a lot of definition,” 
said Richard Fimm et, in 
charge' of photography for the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Adm inistration, which is in 
charge of the Pioneer flight. 
The spacecraft, within five 
million miles of the planet, was 
picking up .radiation from Jupi­ 
ter and was about to cross the 
* bow shock wave” surrounding 
it. 
A NASA spokesman at the 
Ames Research Laboratory 
said photographs now coming 
back from Jupiter were the 
quality of high-powered tele­ 
scopic pictures. 
Pioneer 11 was speeding up 
as it approached 'the planet and 
was expected to pass Jupiter at 
107.000 miles an hour next Mon­ 
day Scientists calculated that, 
if all goes as planned the instru­ 
ment-laden spaceship will fly 
past Jupiter at a distance of 
26.000 miles and then go on to 
Saturn 
Scientists hope data collected 
by Pioneer 11 will provide 
much expanded knowledge of 
Jupiter and the "permanent 
hurricane” surrounding it 
The spacecraft will take the 
first color photographs of Jupi­ 
ter's immense polar regions, 
invisible to the earth It will 
also fly through the most in­ 
tense of the planet s radiation 
belts, believed to be 40,000 
times stronger than the earth’s.

Sonoma State May Rejoin Conference Next Fall

AB 3116. 
That is the California Assem­ 
bly bill passed recently which 
may lead Sonoma State College 
back into the Far Western Con­ 
ference next Fall 
President Marjorie Wagner 
will announce the school's deci­ 
sion at the FWC meeting sched­ 
uled Dec. EM5 at Humboldt 
State. 
"The Prospects look good," 
said Sonoma State’s public rela­ 
tions director Carl Campbell on 
the changes of Wagner asking 
the league for reinstatement 
The initiation of the move 
back to intercollegiate athletics 


came with the passage of the 
$2 6 million measure sponsored 
by Assemblyman Ray E John­ 
son, R-Fourth District and 
State Sen Randolph Collier, D- 
First District. The bill calls for 
allocation of monies to the 13- 
campus state college and uni- 
\ersity system for “instruction- 
ally-related programs " 
Athletics come under that 
heading along with such activi­ 
ties as radio-television depart­ 
ment, forensics, art and publi­ 
cations. Sonoma's share is 
estimated at $72,000 to be dis­ 
tributed by the administration. 
Because it is anticipated that 
thn funding will be continued in 


the future. Campbell believes 
the school can ease its financial 
shortcomings and re-enter the 
FWC. The school withdrew last 
spring. 
However, there are certain 
considerations, namely 
Should the school allocate the 
necessary $44,000 of that 
projected $72,000 figure for ath­ 
letics'*

partments receive on the basis

Should President Wagner

In that 
game, Steve Swreeney caught the winning touch­ 
down with no time left on the clock. This time, 
there were 26 seconds left. But who cared? 
Stanford couldn't march up the field and score a 
field goal or touchdown. That’s why all the happy 
Ca! rooters were pressing townrd the field, wait­ 
ing for that final gun so they could charge out on 
the turf and mob the Bears and take back the 
victory axe. 
There wras Stanford’s second quarterback of the 
day, Guy Benjamin, the player a certain San 
Francisco sports columnist has been saying all 
year deserved to be starting ahead of Mike 
Cordova. He was completing a couple of passes, 18 
yards to Ted Pappas and then 25 yards to Brad 
Williams and with twn seconds left Stanford had 
the ball on Cal's 33-yard line. 
THE CAL ROOTERS had become quiet. Their 
shouts of joy had turned to anxious whispering as 
Stanford kicker Mike Langford lined up to try a 
50-yard field goal. The ball was snapped and 
forward went Langford's leg. The ball cleared the 
crossbar with five yards to spare as the Stanford 
players wrent wild. The Stanford rooters poured 
out on the field, bumping and then passing by the 
stunned Cal rooters who were standing there with 
sweet thoughts of victory suddenly turned sour. 
Some of the Cal players were still on the ground, 
slamming their fists to the turf in frustration. 
Tears of joy had turned into tears of sorrow as 
eyes looked toward the scoreboard and saw' the 
unbelievable: Stanford 22, Cal 20; 0:00 left. 
THE FATES WERE at work,even with the play- 
b\-play sheets passed around to the writers in the 
press box. The final line on the fourth quarter 
sheet read: “Bartkowski pass complete to Rivera 
in end zone (0:26 left); PAT: Breech kick, Cahill 
holding; California 20, Stanford 19.” There was 
room for no more words on the sheet of paper. It 
took another sheet to complete the fourth quarter. 
Another sheet to detail those final 26 seconds that 
so many Cal rooters would like to forget. 
It was one of those kinds of games that will be 
talked about years from now when it’s time for 
another Big Game. It will be remembered by Old 
Reds. The Old Blues will try to forget it, but it will 
be remembered by them, too. 
It’s too bad either team had to lose.

Major League Umpires Are 
Planning Some Retaliation 


CHICAGO (UPD - Major 
league baseball umpires say 
they are tired of being belittled, 
denounced, second-guessed and 
made into “hate objects" by 
players, managers and club of­ 
ficials. Now they're going to 
retaliate. 
The Major League Umpires 
Association announced yester­ 
day that in the future umpires 
will gladly “analyze...and dis­ 
cuss player miscues, coaching 
errors and managerial mis­ 
takes that affected the outcome 
of the game." 
The announcement came fol­ 
lowing a weekend convention in 
which the umpires fell short of 
adopting a rating system for 
players such as one the Play­ 
ers' Association has suggested 
for umpires The umpires said 
that “would be lowering our­ 
selves to bush-league tech­ 
niques." 
But they warned in a state­ 
ment that if the rating system 
is implemented as proposed, 


"then the entire membership 
(48 umpires) will have to be 
replaced" — apparently a 
threat of some form of walkout. 


The umpires said league poli­ 
cies have long prevented them 
from commenting or analyzing 
plays or players, while players, 
coaches, managers and club 
officials “constantly second- 
guess, belittle, denounce and 
ridicule the performances of 
the umpires. 
“This policy has gotten out of 
hand," the umpires said, add­ 
ing that they have been made 
into "hate obiccts." 
Starting next season, they 
said in a statement, umpires 
util take “retaliatory action." 
The statement said that be­ 
sides analyzing players’ and 
coaches' performances, um­ 
pires "shall be free to discuss 
all league policies and instruc­ 
tions which justify their actions 
on the field, such as illegal 
pitch directives, balks, half 


swings, and rain situations 
which are so often the source of 
unjustified criticism and abuse. 
"Umpires will become a valu­ 
able source of information that 
has so long been suppressed " 
National League president 
Chub Feeney, when asked 
about the umpires’ action, said 
it has alway* been league poli­ 
cy that on any controversial 
play, "umpires have been in­ 
structed to be available to the 
media outside their dressing 
room " 
The umpires also adopted a 
new "get tough" policy on the 
attitudes of players, and asked 
for front office support for a 
schedule of minimum fines and 
penalties. 
They called for a minimum 
$50 fine for ejection from a 
game and $100, plus suspension, 
for bumping an umpire, kicking 
dirt on an umpire, calling an 
umpire a specific vulgarity, 
and for use of excess profanity.
